.Washinqton, July I. The commis-sio- h

appointed by the President to visit
the South American, countries, jn the in-
terest of the commerpe of thfj United
Stttca has rerlorted, udder dat.of April
5'th, to the Department of State, the re-

sult of its observations, while at Lima,
Pern. In a communication to the Sec-
retary of Sittta &ccompanying tho report,
the commission says:

"The political situation in Pern is not
such as to make a mission like that upon
which we have the honor to eome either
satisfactory or conclusive, but. we are
gratified to be able t report a cordial
reception fjom the provisional govern-
ment rd from the: peoples notwithstand-
ing the istct that they feet somewhat ag-
grieved at the failure of the United
btates to exercise its good offices for their
benefit during the recent war with Chili.
This delica'e subject was not alluded to
officially during our visit, but in private
conversation the complications ot three
and four years ago were spoken of in
such a manner as to leave the impres-
sion that onr government, in their opin-
ion, did more injury than good. How-
ever, there is still a most friendly senti-
ment, which his been stimulated by the
attitude of Minister Phelps, and a desire
to secure more iotimate international
and commercial relations between tbe
two countries. .The people privately
talk of annexation to the United States.
The newspaper) openly advocata a pro-
tectorate over rem by our government
as the best mode of securing internal
peace, and there have .been many other
suggestions advanced io the' same spirit.

his Cabinet and prominent officers of the
army and navy, be and each ot his Min-
isters carrying gold-heade- d canes as ao
emblem ot their authority. The cham-
ber was crowded with people to witness
what in Peru is considered a ceremony
o' great importance. Mr. Commissioner
Thatcher presented Gen. l?l?sias with
the autograph letter of the President ol
the United States, and delivered an ad-
dress, to which the President replied.
At the conclusion of the ceremonies all
were invited to the President's private
reception-roo- where we were pre-
sented to the members of the Cabinet
and attendants, and had a few moments
of conversation. The next day we 'had
an official conference. It showed that
while the government of this republic is
not in a position, politically or hnan
cially, to make any concessions at
present to encourage trade. its
sentiments are exceedingly friendly
and its wish is to give ns the benefits now
enjoyed by England. The permanency of
the present government is probable, but
not assured.
